“We have information,” he 
added, “about groups of generals 
plotting how to get rid of Hitler 
jand Nazism and to bring about 
peace, before it is too late. 

“But we are entering the year 
of victorious decision, and no one 
will negotiate with Germany.’ 
After referring to Germany’s 
frightful losses in Russia and 
North Africa,” Dr. Benes stated: | 

“Italy is already in complete} 
disruption The whole Italian| 
nation is calling for peace. Ina 
few months she will be com- 
pletely finished as a military 
factor. She will be literally 
knocked out.

“In the German High Command 
there is chaos and disruption 
Germany tells you that she has 
ample forces to defend herself for 
ten years to come. But leading 
German soldiers and politicians 
|know that no army driven into 
permanent defence can resist de- 
moralisation and disintegration. | 

“In this difficult situation, Hitler 


[repeats constantly and nervously 


that for Germany there will be no 
capitulation. 

“'There he speaks the truth, for 
it will certainly not be Hitler who 
will capitulate. When the German 
capitulation comes he and his com- 
panions will be where they belong.” 

Speaking of “the vast military 
events which will bring us victory 
in 1943,” Dr. Benes said: “ There 
will be new offensives in Russia 
will be entirely 
cleaned up soon.

Asshis ship swung into posi- 
tion, from a fo'c'sle porthole 
Shorty blew a deft kiss on his 
grimy fingertips to a buxom, 
smiling Russian girl who had 
laboured tirelessly at the cargo 
in No. 1 hold. 

In the early part of the fore- 
noon, two days later, the alarm 
bells started ringing. Guns were 
manned. A double watch went 
into the stokeholds. Stewards and 
cooks stood by their fire-fighting 
gear or tended the stretchers. 

On the bridge eyes scanned sea 
and sky, and orders were called— 
not shouted—as a dozen bombers 
came in low to make a deadly 
dive-bombing attack.

wean 
HEY looked strangely out 
of place, the three men 


who were sitting in deep 

easy chairs in the lounge 

of a Berlin hotel early 

in 1933, big-shouldered, 
bull-necked toughs, veins on their 
foreheads protruding, eyes blood- 
shot and shadowed from the 
orgies of the night before. 

One of them banged his hand 
on the marble table so that cups 
and saucers jumped into the air 
and other guests looked bewildered 
at the trio of gangsters.... 

If you could have listened to 
their conversation you would have 
heard a strange. wicked, criminal 
outline of their political plans for 
the future. They made no secret 
about it. They were Nazis, and 
their line of action was clear. 


Tortured Victims 


I have seen and heard the three 
men frequently, but today their 
harsh voices fade in my memory, 
and above them I hear the moans. 
the cries. of their tortured vic- 
tims: I can see in my mind the 
hollow faces of the men and 
women they have murdered, of the 
children they have mutilated. 

For they are the three beasts 
of Berlin who are chiefly respon- 
sible for the Nazi outrages about 
which you have been reading and 
which have shaken the civilised 
world out of complacency and 
have made decent. peaceful men 
take up arms in a big erusade for 
revenge 

Turn back to the scene in Berlin, 
though I hesitate to introduce the 
three beasts to you even in print. 
Take a good look at the round- 
faced man at the right who has 
since expounded his bloodthirsty 
theory 

He is Karl Albrecht Oberg, the 
Nazi criminal who was first to 
realise that his movement would 
meet with the resistance of mil- 
lions of decent men ? 

“We want an organisation,” he 
said. “that can crush resistance! 
We want a special office ‘dealing 
with resistance.’’ 

Since then we have seen Oberg’s 
office at work. we have fearful 
details of the atrocities committed 
by the gang whom he recruited to 
deal with resistance. first in Ger- 
many and then in occupied 
countries 

Believe me. I have seen the pic- 
tures of his victims—photographs 
too grim to be published in the 
newspapers of the civilised world. 
They were taken by Oberg’s men 
in Radom in Poland to serve them 
as souvenirs of their activities 

There vou could see big carts 
filled to the ton with the unclothed 
corpses of Polish patriots who 
dared to resist the Nazi invaders. 
They were machine-gunned in 
their thousands on Oberg’s orders 
and his henchmen tore the clothes 
from the dead bodies to keep 
themselves warm in the cold of the 
Polish winter. 

There are mothers on their knees 


Maybe they'd been blown to 
pieces. Maybe the whole damned 
ship for that matter was plung- 
ing steeply and swiftly to her 
doom. 

But no man was going to run 
around like some scalded cock. 
They just didn't do that sort of 
thing....not in British ships. 
They cursed. They swore. They 
damned and blasted the cyes of 
Hitler and all his Huns. 

And, meanwhile, crawling along 
sloping plates, they nursed their 
ship to her safety....or to her 
death 

And then, with steam belching 
from ventilators and fanlights, 
with fire licking greedy tongues 
everywhere, the freighter 
steadied and righted herself and 
regained her balance. 

A near-by escort knifed its way 
alongside, asking about survivors. 
A shout from her bridge was 
answered confidently and without 


Karl Oberg, the scourge of 
Poland 


begging the storm troopers of 
Oberg’s gang to let go of their 
babies whom the cynical brutes 
hold by their tiny legs, laughing, 
joking, rudely pushing the women 
away before they crush their 
children to death. 

Yes, Oberg “dealt with resist- 


ance ”; his men worked in a dozen 
European countries, leaving no 
life, but just a trail of blood 


behind them. 

It was all planned in the early 
days in Berlin, and every detail 
of the horrible plan was merci- 
lessly carried out by men brought 
up to do it scientifically, trained 
to murder, to torture, and—to 
enjoy it! 


“Target” Shooting 


And Oberg’s friends are not a 
whit different. If you look at the 
man opposite him you will see 
written all over his face the 
crimes which are his daily life 

His name is Eicke—and ironica] ly 
his own men nic ee him “ Papa 


Zicke.” because 


calls his victims 
children.” My own 
late brother had ex- 
perience how Eicke 
treats his “ children 
and, like him not 
many have survived to 
tell the tale 

Eicke agreed 
Oberg’s view that 
Nazism would have 
so many enemies that 
a Nazi Government 
could not find space for them in all 
the oo of the world: 

“ We shall keep them in big com- 
pounds,” he said with glee. and soon 
drew up a sketch of concentration 
camps which could hold tens of 
thousands of anti-Nazis. No sooner 
had Hitler come into power than 
Eicke became inspector of concen- 
tration camps, lord over life and 
death of hundreds of thousands of 
anti-Nazis of every nationality. 

“Have your fun with the chil- 
dren!” he would say to his men 
18-ycar-old members of the SS 
Death's Head Brigade who guarded 
the concentration camps 

And from that day on in Ger- 
many and every country which the 
Nazi hordes have overrun the 
Death's Head Brigade had lots of

' fun ” with the hapless inmates of 
the vast Nazi prison camps. 

They were asked to practise 
“target shooting” on prisoners 
whom they ordered to run. They 
took pot-shots at human beings 
defenceless, unarmed, eiderly anti-

Slowly the bows of the disabled| 
freighter came round to wind-| 
ward....and at dawn, days later, 
the brave little procession came 
within sight of home. Another 
battle had been won....

What a ghastly sight these hap- 
less victims of Eicke, wrecked men 
who will never walk again.

Sepp 
Dietrich remembered the early

were aimed at the Fuehrer's head.

Just as Stalin has emerged as 
the great man of 1942, so Musso- 
lini must rank as its outstanding 
failure. The Duce's “ fade out” 
is almost complete. He may have 
been too sick to attend the high 
Axis conference summoned by 
Hitler the other day, but it is 
equally possible that he was not 
invited. 

Even had he gone, he would 
have counted for no more than 
Laval, and Italy herself has been 
reduced to a more pitiful humilia- 
tion than that of France.
